I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  the  year 

1 944  „ 

The  Report  is  prepared  on  lines  indicated  in  Circulars 
10/44  and  49/45  of  the  welsh  Board  of  Health- 

I acknowledge  j . v\rith  gratitudes  the  help  and  encouragement 
afforded  me  by  the  Council-  The  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  have  continued  to  give  me  their  loyal  and  energetic 
support  o 

I think  it  is  necessary  to  dra?/  attention  to, the 
increasing  amount  of  v/ork  which  devolves  mainly  upon  the 
Health  Visitors . The  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  - 
especially  of  the  ”under~-f ives"  entails  a considerable  amount 
of  visiting.  The  establishm.ent  of  the  Cleansing  CliniCs  and. 
the  ” Sunshine”  Clinic  - two  important  services  Y^rhich  are- 
supervised  by  the  Health  Visitors  - curtail  the  time  available 
for  Infant  V/elf are . The  care  of  premature  infants  and  of 
illegitimate  children  require  special  attention  on  the  part 
of  the  Health  Visitors.  The  home  visiting  of  nervly  notified 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  highly  important. 

If  all  these  ne\Y  duties  are  to  be  continued^  then  the 
normal  routine  Y/ork  must  suffer.  The  care  of  Infants  is 
especially  important.  It  Y-iill  be  seen  that  the  Infant 
Mortality  rate  is  extremely  high.  Every  effort  should  be 
made  to  save  every  infant  life ,

This  gives  a rate  of  68  per  1^000  live  hirths.  This 
rate  is  a slight  improvement  on  last  year  - but  the  Infantile 
Mortality  rate  for  Gelligaer  is  always  much  greater  than  the 
rate  for  the  Country  as  a whole,  or  the  rate  for  the  County 
of  Glamorgan. 

More  than  half  the  Infant  deaths  occur  in  the  first 
month  of  life.  The  infants  appear  to  be  born  prematurely  or 
in  a weak  condition.  The  solution  to  this  problem  lies  in 
the  health  of  the  mother.  The  family  Doctor,  the  Midvafe 
and  the  Ante  Fatal  Clinic  must'  co-operate  to  ensure  sound 
maternal  health.

Attendance  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  continues  to  be 
satisfactory,  Hegular  attendance  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic  is  a means  of  maintaining  infants  and  young  children 
in  good  health. 

During  the  year^  it  ims  decided  to  introduce  the  official 
journal  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  "Better 
Health"  into  the  Clinics,  At  present^  some  2^0  copies  per 
month  are  sold.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  so  many  mothers 
- and  through  every  mother  - a home  - interested  in  Health. 

At  each  cliniCj  there  is  a Representative  of  the  local 
office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood  - to  undertake  the  distribution 
of  Opange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  supplements. 

The  Services  of  the  County  Orthopaedic,  Dental,  Vision 
and  Tonsil  Clinics  .-"ontinue  to  be  available  to  the  young 
children  of  the  area.

Care  of  Premature  Children , 

Whonever  possible,  an  immediate  visit  is  mads  by  the 
Health  Yisitor,  and  advice  is  given  regarding  the  special 
care  needed. 

From  April  to  the  end  of  the  year  - 16  births  were 
notified,  of  babies  y/ho  weighed  5'g'  or  less  at  birth. 

Care  of  Illegitimate  Children , 

These  Infants  are  visited  as  early  as  possible.  Special 
encouragement  is  given  to  the  mothers  to  make  regular 
attendance  at  the  nearest  Welfare  Clinic.  The  Authority’s 
Scheme  for  assisting  the  needy  operates  in  these  cases. 
Hospital  service  for  the  expectant  mother,  and  assistance  to 
obtain  milk  foods  are  provided  by  the  Authority, 


For  some  years,  Hr,  A.  G.  Watkins,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P,,  has 
been  Consultant  in  Children’s  Diseases  to  the  Authority. 
During  1944,  19  children  - whose  progress  was  unsatisfactory 
~ were  referred  to  Dr,  Watkins,

Dr.  Garfield  Dvans  - Ante  Fatal  Officer  to  the  Clinics 
reports  as  followss- 


The  Ants  Fatal  Clinics  throughout  1 944  have  been  well 
attended.  Abnormal  cases  are  treated  at  each  clinic  when 


possible,  but  those  ?/hich  fail  to  respond  to  treatment  are 
referred  to  Llvvynypia  Hospital,  after  notification  to  the 
family  Doctor.  Cases  sliovang  some  slight  abnormality,  ai.  .. 
req_uiring  regular  and  frequent  supervision  are  referred  from 
the  various  out-lying  Clinics  to  Bargoed,  as  the  Central 
Clinic.  This  scheme  vvorks  fairly  V'/ell,  but  it  is  not 
entirely  satisfactory,  for  some  cases  cannot  travel  to  Bargoed 
in  the  lator  weeks  of  pregnancy  - which  is  Just  the  time  they 
most  require  attention.  One  cannot  help  feeling  that  the 
"ideal'’  is  that  each  area  should  be  complete  - both  as  an 
ante  natal  - and  as  a post  natal  unit,  and  this  would  mean 
holding  a clinic  at  least  one  a fortnight  in  each  area. 

During  the  year,,  at  all  clinics  - except  Tre lewis  - the 
local  midv^ives  have  attended.  They  have  been  most  helpful 
and  their  co-operation  is  much  appreciated, 

Bargoed  Ante  Hatal  Clinic . 

Although  a high  percentage  of  pregnancies  were  found  to 
be  normal,  many  show  some  abnormality  - either  in  tl\eir 
prognancy  or  in  their  general  condition, 

34  cases  of  malpresentation  vrere  corrected.  Those  vho 
failed  to  respond  to  treatment,  or  who  showed  a dangerous 
degree  of  toxaemia  were  referred  to  Llwynypia  for  supervision 
and  treatment. 


Trelcvd, s Ante  Natal  Clinic . 

The  attendance  throughout  the  3^ear  has  been  better  than 
in  1943?  although  the  attendance  at  this  clinic  is  the  lov\rest 
of  all  the  clinics. 

Pontlottyn  Ante  Hatal  Clinic , 

This  clinic  has  improved  tremendously  since  1943* 
attendance  during  the  year  was  very  high,  perhaps  due  to  tho 
influx  of  hvacueos,  but  also  due  to  tho  regular  attendance 
of  the  midwife, 

Pongam  Ante  Hatal  Clinic . 

The  average  attendance  has  been  good,  and  at  one  time 
rather  more  than  could  be  dealt  v/ith  at  ono  session. 
Accordingly,  the  patients  from  the  Ponybryn  area  were  asked 
to  attend  the  Ystrad  Mynach  Clinic. 

Ystrad  Mynach  Ante  Hatal  Clinic . 

The  attendance  during  the  3^ear  has  varied.  The  Ponybryn 
mothers  were  first  asked  to  attend  at  Pongam,  but  as  it  was 
found  impossible  to  sco  thorn  there,  they  vraro  asked  to  revert 
to  Ystrad  Mynach  Clinic.

The  number  of  post-natal  cases 
who  turn  up  for  routine  examination  is  disappointingly  small. 
I feel  that  perhaps  the  distance  the  patients  have  to  travel 
has  something  to  do  V'^ith  this.  Stilly  many  oases  have  been 
examined  and  treated^  and  we  must  educate  the  mothers  at  the 
ante  natal  clinics  on  the  importance  of  the  post-natal 
examination.

Dui'ing  the  year^  the  vrork  of  Iinniunization  Y/as  continued. 


All  Infant  Schools  in  the  area  were  visited  and  facilities 
v/ere  available  at  every  Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 


The  Ambulance  Y^as  again  used  to  visit  the  homes  of 
children  under  school  age. 


By  courtesy  of  the  County  Bducation  Authority,  the  name 
and  address  of  every  child  admitted  to  the  Junior  Schools  is 
noted,  and  it  is  ascertained  if  the  child  has  been  immunized, 
ijvery  effort  is  made  to  contact  the  parents  of  non-immunized 
children,  and  obtain  consent  for  the  treatment. 

In  addition,  many  entrants  who  were  immunized  at  the  age 
of  one,  were  given  a single  injection,  ?/ith  the  object  of 
strengthening  their  immunity. 

The  response  to  propaganda  and  personal  appeal,  by  Health 
Visitors  and  Medical  Officers  at  Clinics,  is  not  entirely 
satisfactory.  Unless  a more  interested  attitiude  is  sho?m 
b^r  parents,  I cannot  look  forY/ard  to  proclaiming  Gelligaer 
to  be  free  from  Diphtheria.

SUHSHIHB  CLIHIC . 

In  February,  a "Sunshine”  Clinic  was  opened  at  Bargoed. 
The  equipment  v/as  supplied  by  Messrs'^  Hanovia,  Ltd., 

The  Clinic  is  open  on  Wednesday  afternoon  and  Saturday 
morning. 

Artificial  Sunshine  is  of  value  in  conditions  such  as 
Debility  follo\Ying  Bronchitis,  Measles,  1/hooping  Cough,  etc; 
Rickets,  certain  skin  conditions.  Anaemia  and  other  ailments 
which  affect  children. 

Results  obtained  in  this  first  year  Y?ere  encouraging  - 
and  many  children  improved  to  a considerable  degree  after  a 
course  of  "Sunshine”'.

Nineteen  of  the  children  ?;ho  suffered  from  Diphtheria 
had  been  immunized  previously. 

In  most  of  these  cases,  the  disease  was  mild  in  character. 
Three  children  had  a moderately  severe  attack,  and  one  child 
had  a severe  attack. 

One  fact  is  very  evident.  The  immunized  child  responds 
to  treatment  much  more  quickly  than  the  non-immunized  child. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria  amongst  immunized 
children. 
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During  the  year,  the  Council  undertooh,  on  hehalf  of  the 
kelsh  National  Memorial  Association,  to  nurse  tuherculou(' 
patients  at  the  hospital. 

This  Yvork  vcas  commenced  in  March,  and  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year  - tY/enty  beds  v/ere  occupied  by  tuberculous  patients. 

The  public  spirited  e,nd  sympathetic  attitutc  of  the 
Council,  and  the  excellent  services  of  the  Matron  and  Staff 
at  the  hospital  have  been  the  means  of  alleviating  much 
suffering .

C ,B . , 
Engineer  to  the  Rhymnoy  Valley  Hater  Board,  for  information 
regarding  Yfater  supply  to  the  area. 

l(a)  Q^uality . Supplies  have,  on  the  Y/hole  been 

satisfactory  throughout  the  year  Y/ith  an  exception  of 
an  incidence  of  contamination  of  the  raY;  v/ater  at 
Rhymney  Bridge  which  occurred  for  a short  period  at 
the  end  of  Aug'ust  1944.  The  raY\f  Y/ater  was  sheY/n  to 
be  contaminated  but  after  filtration  and  chlorination 
supplies  Y/ere  indicated  as  ”Unsatisf  actory”  . I deal 

Y\rith  this  further  in  answer  to  Q,uestion  4. 

(b)  Quantity.  Supplies  were  satisfactorily  maintained 

throughout  the  year  despite  the  new  increased  demand. 
It  Y/as  not  found  necessary  to  restrict  v/ithin  your 
area.  In  Pentv/yn,  hoY/ever,  trouble  has  been 
experienced  Y/ith  the  pumping  unit  and  supplies  were 
maintained  only  intermittently  for  a short  period  in 
August  1944  and  again  for  a short  period  this  month. 
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2.  Chiefly  bacteriological  and  some  chemical  examinations 
have  been  made  throughout  the  year  of  the  raw  and 
treated  water  at  Rhymney  Bridge  and  of  the  water  to 
consumers  at  various  points  in  your  area.  The  number

3.  Ro  examination  of  vYater  has  been  conducted  for  plumbo- 
solvency.  The  Board’s  v/aters.  are  not  highly  plunibo- 
solvent  and  since  the  chemical  analyses  do  not  vary, 
precautions  are  not  taken  to  check  on  plumbo -solvency . 

4.  In  respect  of  the  incidence  of  contamination  mentioned 
above  a complete  survey  of  the  catchment  area  vYas 
undertaken  at  once  but  no  direct  cause  could  be  found » 
The  reason  v/as,  therefore,  claimed  as  being  that  due 
to  the  usual  tendency  for  run-off  water  from  the 
catchment  area  to  be  of  bad  characteristic  follOY/ing 
the  rainfall  after  a dry  summer  spells  Immediate 
action  had,  of  course,  been  taken  by  effecting 
auxiliary  chlorination  to  increase  the  chlorine 
injection  dose.  Samples  recovered  soon  aftervYards. 

A nev/  chlorination  pump  has  now  been  installed  at 
Rhymney  Bridge  Filterhouse  and  is  working  very 
satisfactorily.  It  is  capable  of  injecting  a much 
greater  dose  of  chlorine  than  the  old.  Arrangements 
are  also  being  made  for  the  old  pump  to  be  installed 
as  a secondary  or  standby  chlorination  plant  to 
further  safeguard  supplies. 

It  may  be  added  that  Mr.  James  and  I have  met  at 
frequent  intervals  to  discuss  the  question  of  supplies  - 
not  only  to  the  main  centres  of  distribution  - but  also  to 
outlying  parts  of  the  Urban  Area. 

An  adequate  v/ater  supply  is  aY'ailable  to  most  of  the 
houses  in  the  district.  A fev/  hamlets  are  supplied  by  stand- 
pipe, while  a number  of  cottages  situated  in  remote  parts  are 
supplied  by  springs. 

Most  mountain  farms  depend  upon  springs  and  surface  water 
for  their  supplj^.  This  is  a serious  and  difficult  problem  as 
man^?-  of  them  are  dairy  farms.

Ministr.y  of  Food  - liodent  Control . 

During  the  year  1944,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pood,  a Survey  v/as  made  throughout  the  area.  Maps  and  Lists 
vrere  prepared  of  all  the  major  and  primary  centres  of 
inspection.  These  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Disinfestation  was  carried  out  at  all  the  Kefuse  Tips  in 
the  district,  also  the  banks  of  brooks  and  culverts  which 
discharge  into  the  river.  The  method  employed  for  this  was 
fumigation.  It  was  found  necessary  to  carry  this  out  in  the 
Spring  and  Autumn. 

In  September,  the  Council  appointed  Mr.  T.  J.  Morris  as 
Rodent  Operative.  A number  of  private  properties  have  been 
cleared  of  rats,  at  the  request  of  occupiers.  Methods 
employed  being  trapping  and  poisoning,  19  properties  vrere 
treated,  and  the  estimated  kill  v/as  298  rats.. 

In  November,  a campaign  was  started  for  the  treatment  of 
all  the  Se\/ers  in  the  area,  and  up  to  December  31s't  the 
Bedlinog  ffi'ard  v/as  completed.  The  estimated  kill  for  this 
Tfard  V7as  1,022  rats. 

The  Campaign  was  continued  into  19^5,  ‘to  cover  the  whole 
district .
